His wife and children were born 
in Spain. They were rather frigid at 
first, but when they ascertained that tha 
writer and his companion -were corre- 
spondents, not Officers, they grr. dually 
became moregsnial, artd, after disposing 
tot" a bottle of old Madeira, the old gen- 
tleman actually wept.

Removing Bust Frum Iron. 


The accumulation of rust on iron ar- 


jticles is so annoyjng that any simple 
process of removing it will be received 
,-with great satisfaction by a large num- 
ber of persona'; Tlfe following directions 
are given: Attach' a piece of ordinary 
zinc to the atMcles and then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
acid is added.^ Thev, sb^nld be left im- 
mersed for several k.days or a' week, until 
|tho rust hgs entirely 'disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
,woro rusted/ „ It tjiere is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid 'should be added 
occasionally. 'Jlhe'^sfe.eatial part of the 
^process is that,£he*zmq must be in good 
electrical contacl; with the iron. A good 
way is to twist &.i iron wire tightly 
around the cbj&fc sad connect this with 
'the zino, for which a remnant of a bat- 
tery zino is suitable, :aa it has a binding 
post.

[^ Besides the simplicity of this process, 
,st has the great advantage that the irou 
itself is not attached in the least as long 
as tho siiic is in,gbpd electrical contact 
•with it. ' Dslicata-jjieoes of mechanism 
'which ba-i^e lifeome 'badly rusted can be 
cleaned' by" wrapping a galvanized wire 
'around them instead of the zinc, in 
which case the acj.d should not be too 
strong. When the rust js all cnt off, the 
articles will appear 'dark gray or black. 
.They mast thon bo thoroughly washed 
and oiled. It is well to warm them 
slightly when/ dry. so that the oil may 
the more easily" sink into the surface. 
jWhere there are sijarp edges and fine 
jwork this process Jig said to be eminent- 
ly satisfactory.— -Sew York Ledger.

SAVED BY A POCKETKNIFE. 


lurvivor of the Tillo do Havre Tells of a 


Remarkable Escape. 


By tho sinking of La Bourgogne ami 


the awful loss of life is recallod the acci- 
dent to the Vllle de Havre of the same 
line in 187j2, when the latter named ship 
was struck at night and went down at 
once, carrying almost all on board. Piti- 
fully few were those who were saved from 
tlje Havre, but among them was the 
prominent New York lawyer Witthaus, 
and the way in which ho escaped is so ex- 
traordinary that it sounds like a well con- 
•octed tale Instead of the plain fact that 
tlr. Witthaus vouches it to be. 


Tbo afternoon preceding the accident to 


the Havre Mr. Witthaus, with another 
man, was on deck, aud Mr. Witthaus was 
leaning against the taftrail under the flag- 
staff in tho stern. As the two men stood 
thoro talking the friend put his hand on 
the largo life buoy that was hanging over 
the side and called Mr. Witthaus' atten- 
tion to it. 


"Look," he said, "these life buoys aro 


simply screaming farces. This one out 
here is so'stiff and hard with coats of paint 
that you couldn't get it free except by 
cutting it with a knife." 


Mr. Wltitbaus attempted to movo it, but 


found it glued hard and fast. 'The friend 
took out his knife and began idly sticking 
it iuto the soft pine of tho flagstaff and 
amused himself so the rest of tho timo that 
they talked bufore they were interrupted 
"by the dinner gong. They both went be- 
low. 


Early the next morniDa^while the pas- 
sengers were still asleep tad collision oc- 
curred, and in the mad panic that at onca 
followed Mr. Witthaus did what he could 
to get tho womgn and children int» the 
lifeboats. Prom the first he regarded bird- 
self as doomed, for there were not nearly 
boats enouglj for all the passengers, nisi it 
was evident that the ship would float only 
a few minutes. Several women whom ho 
kscw on board ho found places 'for at once 
only to see the boat overturn as soon as it 
was launched and all go down, one of 
them with her two little children in her 
arms. 


Horrified and sickened by the sight, he 
went back to the stem of the ship, which 
was higher out of the water than the bow, 
to wait until he, too, went down, and 
stood leaning again on the taffrall. As he 
did so in a flash ho recollected the con ve'raa- 
tion of the afternoon before and looked 
over the rail. There still hung the life 
auoy stiff and immovable, and the in- 
stinct of self preservation sprung to Ufa 
ouco more. A knifn to free the buoy and 
!io might be saved, m:t he had none with 
lim, and to timl one was impossible with 
ike ship liable to go down at any second. 


At the same moment his cjo caught the 


lagstaff, and there, where his J'riend had 
evidently forgotten it tho nflernoon before, 
stuck tho knife. With tho haste of life and 
death Mr. Witthaus pulled it out and be- 
;an to saw away at the buoy, and he freed 
t net! threw himself off the deck into'tho 
sea just in time to get beyond tho vortex 


iat came as the great ship went down, 
luoking hundreds of victims with it. Mr. 
Vitthaus floated about for some time, and 
was at last picked up by a small boat that 
was waiting about for chance survivors 
and was brought back to Now "York to tell 
if one of tho most awful catastrophiesthai 
ver happened at sea.—New York Press.

Bakeries That Produce Nothing Else and 


Sell to Wholesalers Only. 


Doughnuts, us every housewife Itnows, 


are raised with yeagt, and crullorsraro not. 
For doughnuts a sponge is made in a 
doughnut and cruUer bakery at 9 a-, m. 
Tho timo required for the sponga to rise 
depends somewhat on the season and the 
temperature. It is made to rlso at a uni- 
form time by feeeoing Jt where it is warm 
in winter and by the uso of cold water 
and cold milfe in Summer. More flour and 
the spices and other ingredients are mixed 
in at 1 o'clock, and tho dough is then lett 
to stand until 4 p. in., when it Is rolled 
out and cut up into pieces that will be 
doughnuts when cooked. Thus cut out 
they are laid along in hoses or trays and 
raised again for an hour or an hour and a 
half, and then they are cooked. 


The doughnuts arc laid on wire holders, 


which arc subnier/zud in boiling fat or Oil. 
When done, they are lifted out and drained 
and are then ready for sale. Doughnuts 
are made of different shapca, and there are 
some variations roado on doughnut stock. 
There are, for Insfcinco, doiighnuts made 
with an opening In them which IB illlcd 
with jelly, and there arc variations on the 
cruller—as, for example, one made with 
an icing or frosting—these several varia- 
tions having C&ch a name of its own. 


When tho various ingredients of which 


crullers are made have been made into 
dough, tho dough is rolled out, and tho 
crullers are out from the sheets. .They are 
picked up separately and the 'crossbars 
deftly twisted in and out, facilitating the 
perfect cooking and giving the cruller its 
old time familiar form and appearance.

Them Was Taken the "Dalmatic" 


of Ecclesiastical Vac. 
* 


Tho women -wear dark blue skirts and 


rod stockings, with shoes which turn vip 
at tho toes, embroidered sleeveless blouse, 
and a great sleeveless upper ferment, Opeii 
in front and descending to tho ankles. 
They have always a whito or a red hand- 
kerchief tied over the head and under tho 
ohin. Sppiiklug of dress, wo nirule a most 
interesting discovery iu ancient ecclesias- 
tical costume. 
Those who are learned in 


the history of eoclusiastical dress know 
that the "dalmatic," or peculiar robo of 
tho "deacon," was originally the distinc- 
tive dress of tbo Dalmatian peasant and 
that just as the frieze coat of the Irish 
peasant became the modern "ulster" so 
tho Boman fashionable tailors, urged 
thereto by that young scamp, tho Emperor 
Heliogabalus, took the Idea of a "novelty" 
from the Dalmatian peasant dress and 
produced tho garm'ent called tho "flal- 
matio." 


It was a first fashionable Roman article 


of dress, then it came to be a portion of 
the distinctive consular and senatorial 
costume, and at last was appropriated by 
tho clergy, who, with their conservative 
instincts, persisted in wearing it when its 
origin had been long forgotten. These 
learned persons, however, do not seem to 
know that tho old original "dalmatic" is 
still worn in a remote part of Dalmatia. 
Wa were greatly excited when wo first saw 
it on women coming into tho market at 
Spalato. It is now an npper robe, open in 
front, coming down to tho middle of the 
thigh and with a short silt at tho thigh. 
It has long, wide sleeves. It looks exactly 
like the clerical garment that is figured in 
the oldest pictures of clerical dress. We 
were told that tho wearers were women of 
Ciissa, a little upland village which is 
perched on the roclss at tho top of tho 
mountain pass leading from the ancient 
Salona over the mountain'range. —Good 
Words. 


A. Town Under the Ground. 


In Valetta, the capital of Malta, thero la 


an important but little known portion 
which goes by tho native name of tho 
Manderaggio. It is shunned by the police, 
who never visit it except in considerable 
force, and is as Suaccessibla to the lourist 
or casual visitor to tho island as is Tim- 
buktu. 
It is locally known as "Underground 


Malta" and corresponds to the Seven 
Dials in London.

General Merrltt and Admiral D«w«y's 
plan was to sparse evtry object but the 
armed deceases and the trenches. Ap- 
parently the American losses were ex- 
tremely small. " The Spanish trenches 
varied in distance from two to four miles 
from the cenAr of Old Manila. 
De- 


fending this long Une^of at least 10 miles 
were not over, an,d probably under, 5000 
Spanish regulars, volunteers and na- 
tives. 
About naif that number were in 


hospitaJs. 
Tie* "attacking force num- 


bered from 10,000 to 20.000 natives and 
10,000 Americans on shore and aboard 
the fleet. In ev«*y respect the ad- 
vantage was on.;jthe sidte ef the attack. 
The American fteld g-uns threw heavier 
metal and had loliffer range than thr 
Spanish, the marifsmansliip of the Amer- 
ican gunners iflcas much superior to that 
of the Spaniards', and the men, were 
stronger and in better condition. 
The 


Spaniards ar« a small force compared 
with their stalwart opponents, and worn 
out by a hundred clays' siege and dis- 
appointed by the failure to arrive o£ 
the promised Spanish relief squadiron 
they liad lost heart. 
It was a hopeless 


struggle. 


"Looking over the bay It was curious 


to notice the foreign fleets arrange them- 
selves according to their sympathies— 
the English and Japanese near the 
Americans, and the German and French 
on the opposite side of th* bay, north ol 
the Pasig river. 
A British cruiser and 


her consorts kept fairly near the Ameri- 
can line. 
The attacking 
squadron 


formed in line between Malate and old 
Manila, with the Concord watching the 
for.t at the mouth of the Basigr. 
The 


American fleet lay outside the break- 
water. 


"The Olympia fired the first shot at 


9:40, and a fairly continuous, but by no 
means furious cannonade was kept up 
until 11:20. 
By that time tins Malate 


fort was silenced; and the American 
troops then stormed the entrenchments. 
Spaniards who were in the earthworks 
tell me that the quick-fire guns of the 
little gunboat, Rapkto, which lay close 
to the shore, were far more ter-rlble in 
their effects than was the raklr.gr fire 
of the ships.

I actually fell down 
here and did'nothing until the men put 
up my tent, and I, you should remem- 
ber, was on a horse all day. 


"I said I had no desire to court- 


martial the stragglers. The genera! 
said I must. I said I would resig-n flrst, 
and he said my resignation would be 
accepted. Lieutenant Colonel Clafin 
said the same. Major Taylor said so too. 
Majors Darling- and Presho are at 
Guanica and Yance. Captain Goodale, 
who is the senior captain, also resigned. 
Chaplain Dusseault said he could not 
stand by and see it done. So we all re- 
signed, were told that our resignations 
would be accepted, and Captain Cook of 
I company of Concord, the next highest 
officer here at Ponce, is in command ol 
the regiment. 


"We were ordered before the board, 


and we resigned. You may say, if you 
wish, that I consider this is a reflection 
upon a good regiment. If it Is not a dis- 
grace to Massachusetts, what oould be?

GUNS USED BY SOLDIERS. 


Description of tlio Krac-Jorg«n«en aud 


the 'Leo Rifles. 


Since 1890 tho regulation rifle of tho 


United States army, supplanting the for- 
mer weapon, tho Springfield rifle, has been 
the Krag-Jorgensen magazine rifle. It 
was adopted upon tho recommendation of 
a board Composed of Lieutenant Colonels 
E. II. Hull and J. P. Farley, Major H. D. 
Freeman and Captains 8. B. "Slount and 
George S. Andersfin. Tbe res lit of ono of 
tho tests in competition wnii other weap- 
ons follows: 


For accurate aim the Lee showed 49 


shots in two minutes, tho Krag-Jorgensen 
83, the Springfield No. 1, 86, and the 
Springfield No. 2, 85. In the firing at will 
for One minute the results were as follows: 
Lee, 28; Krag-Jorgensen, 28; Springfield 
No. 1, 24 and Springfield No. 9, 17 shots. 


Upon the results of the tests, approved 


by General Schofleld, tho general com- 
manding the army, the Krag-Jorgenson 
W as adopted/ It has a magazine chamber 
for five cartridges, which can be dropped 
by the simple pull Of a bolt. It is possible 
to load single cartridges and fire one after 
another, reserving those In tbo magazine 
for time of need, When the five shots can 
be fired without pausing to reload. The 
cartridges are of an alloy of tin and lead 
in a steel case. In passing through flesh 
and bone ot any solid substance they make 
only a small wound, but in semifluid mat- 
ter they explode, so that a man shot in the 
intestines or brain is practically blown to 
pieces. The reason for this property of the 
bullets has never been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. 


Tho gun the marines are armed with is 


the Lee rifle, a magazine gun, with a cali- 
ber of .236 Inches. Its range for poin j 
blank firing is between 000 and 700 yards. 
Smokeless powder is used with it, and a 
hardened lea/1 bullet, which has a copper 
jacket plated with tin. The gun has a 
magazine for five cartridges, which are 
put in at onco, being fastened together 
with a metal clip. The gun can bo used 
for firing and reloading after each shot or 
tho five shots can bo fired in quick succes- 
sion, and the gun reloaded with five more 
while it is at tho shoulder. The chief ad- | 
vantage claimed for it is that the cartridge | 
chamber can be opened by a straight pull j 
and without turning tip the gun. The ' 
gun without the bayonet is almost four j 
feet long and weighs eight pounds and si£ 
> 


ounces.' The bayonet adds about eight ' 
inches to the length and a pound to tho i 
weight. 
The cartridge is about three 
[ 


inches long, and ISO rounds weigh eight 
pounds sis. ounces.—Now York Tribune.

The valuo of boos to fruit growers cnn |

In one corner of the 
yard was a large and thrifty looking apple 
trco that always bore an abundance of 
blossoms, but no fruit. A number of col- 
onies of bees wero placed underneath this 
tree, and, much to the surprise of the own- 
er of tho place, tho tree was loaded with 
extremely fine apples, something that had 
never occurred before within the memory 
of the man who had owned the place for 
25 years. The next season tho bees were 
distributed under trees that had not been 
in tho habit of bearing freely. The most 
surprising results followed, the trees being 
full of very fine specimens of fruit. If the 
blossoms On an apple, plum or pear tree 
are covered up and the bees are kept away 
from them uutil the blossoming season is 
past, there will bo no fruit. This has been 
tested again and again.—Now York Led- 
ger.

' had no place beyond its own gates in 
which stores and provisions could be 


i keot for use when the army and navy 


stations for bases of supply, which 
when war had been declared were found 
to be absolutely necessary- 


Admiral Dewey by his unparalleled 


victory opened a way to set a place in 
the far east, while Admiral Sampson, 
Commodore Schley and Generals Miles 
and Shalter have obtained them near 
the home station. Most of the new pos- 
sessions, however, are in the Pacific 
and, 
while they can be communicated 


with quickly, are far from the main 
base. Those in the Atlantic are at our 
very door and, while of immense value, 
are not well distributed. Stations are 
needed to which our vessels in Euro- 
pean waters can repair for fuel and 
provisions without crossing the ocean. 
The strategists have planned to take 
possession of suitable places, and to 
this end the orders were issued to Com- 
modore Watson to proceed with his 
squadron of powerful ships and take 


of Spain's prominent possessions in the 
Atlantic. It is to these that Commo- 
dore Watson will probably take his 
fleet and there place the stars and 
stripes over the towns and 
fortified 


cities that the Spanish have governed 
for more than four centuries. There 
are seven of the islands—namely, Ten- 
erife, Gran Canaria, Palma, Lanzarote, 
Fuerteventura, Gomera and Ferro. 


The combined area of the group is 


about 2,800 square miles, or a little more 
than double that of the state of Rhode 
Island. The population is about 400.000 
and is composed of negroes, Spaniards, 
half breeds and a few foreigners, most 
of whom are Kng-lish and German. 
What the islands lack in size they make 
up in history and a varied climate, for, 
although being near the tropics, every 
variety of climate is to be found, from 
the burning blasts of the equator to the 
frigid gusts of the unbound north. 


Wie Pillars of Hercules, in the pcean 
stream. It was not until about 1304. 
however, that they came into any prom- 
inence, and from that time until the lat- 
ter part of the last century they wore 
the cause of many disputes and battles. 
Under command of Don Alonzo do Luga 
Spain sent a squadron and invading 
army to conquer the islands. He landed 
In 1477, but it was not until 18 years 
afterward that Spain gained complete 
control. 


Nearly all of the European nations 


at one time or other sent fleets to sub- 
due the natives and to control the is- 
lands. The ordnance of the natives, al- 
though primitive, was uell placed and 
repelled the attacks upon the fortifica- 
tions made by the invading forces. The 
natives, as well as the foreign element 
which invaded the islands, were given 
to plundering, and the Canaries soon 
became the home of buccaneers and pi- 
rates, whose deeds of desperate daring 
against the &hips of the natives and 
merchants caused considerable anxiety. 


Many of the famous naval men whose 


names have been emblazoned in history 
have met with success and defeat oft 
the coast of the Canaries. In 1797 Lord 
Nelson made an attack on Santa Cruz, 
where he had learned that a treasure 
ship from Manila had sought safety be- 
hind the high hills and fortifications. 
He had a powerful fleet, but his plans 
miscarried, and he met with a galling 
defeat, in which he lost an arm and 
two battleflags, which latter still adorn 
the walls of the old cathedral. 


A little earlier Lord Blake, with a 


well equipped squadron of British ves- 
sels, attacked the harbor of Santa Cruz 
with better results. Like Dewey at Ma- 
nila, Blake seems to have had a poor 
opinion of Spanish gunnery, for, accord- 
ing to reports of the battle, Blake en- 
tered the harbor "with fair wind and 
flood tide," passed the forts and at- 
tacked and destroyed 16.galleons and 
silenced the shore batteries. 


Like all 6f the Spanish possessions, 


the Canaries have remained unimprov- 
ed, and the primitive methods used by 
the people conquered by Don Alonzo de 
Luga more than 400 years ago are still 
in use. The towns along the coast and 
in the interior are filled with quaint old 
houses, built in narrow streets. The 
architecture is of the style of many cen- 
turies ago. The fortifications are simi- 
lar in construction to those found in the 
West Indies and the Philippines. Mor- 
ro castles, with sally ports and turreted 
ends, which have stood the ravages of 
storms for centuries, guard the en- 
trances" to the harbors, behind whose 


tlon, depending largely upon Importa- 
tions for their maintenance. The group 
is of volcanic origin and rises high out 
of the sea. Long before a ship reaches 
port Mount Tenerife, the highest point 
on the largest island, which bears the 
same name, comes into view. 


The shores are high and rocky, and 


nearly all the harbors are landlocked, 
giving them natural fortifications. 
It 


is said that no improvements have been 
made to the batteries overlooking the 
harbor of either Palma or Santa Cruz 
for many years and that some of the 
old smoothbore cannon that were mount- 
ed there more than a century ago are 
the only means of detense. 


What Commodore Watson will do if 


he should ever go to the Canaries re- 
mains to be seen. He is said to have 
originally received orders to attack the 
Spanish coast towns and seize a base 
:or supplies. His squadron will be com- 
osed of some of the finest ships in the 


navy, to which will be added several of 
:he large colliers and transports. Where 
ie will go first is not known, but every- 
thing points to the Canaries, of which 
t is said the most important places can 


secured by a single broadside from 


one ship. Commodore Watson has the 
confidence of the government, and when 
ue points the prows of his vessels east- 
ward it is an assured fact that they will 
give a good account of themselves and 
plant the stars and stripes on new ter- 
ritory. 


While it is believed that the Canaries 


will fall easy victims to the ships of 
"Watson's flying squadron," menacing 
the coast cities of Spain is another mat- 
ter and a dangerous undertaking. Those 
who know Commodore Watson, howev- 
er, have no fear and are sure he will be 
successful. 


A dash into the Canary islands in all 


probability will be the first move, and a 
suitable town and harbor for a base of 
supplies will be taken. The next move 
will be along the western coast of Spain, 
where demonstrations will be made and 
the more important fortifications re- 
duced. Thi~ will be followed by a cruise 
through the strait of Gibraltar, and 
Barcelona and other large cities will be 
proceeded against. Thus the coast of 
the home country will be visited and 
unpleasantly saluted by the United 
States vessels. 


East of Castellon de la Plana and 


about an equal distance south from 
Barcelona are the last of the outlying 
islands in possession of Spain. 
They 


are three in number, but cover a great- 
er area than the Canary group, and 
they are more thickly populated. They 
are the Balearic islands and, like the 
mother country, are rich in min- rals 
and soil. The inhabitants, howe- er, are 
of. the same indolent type that.make 
their homes along the coast and are 
more ready to join in the festivities of 
a holiday than to work. They, too, have 
a streak of the piratical blood so prev- 
alent in the coast peoples. 


The natives of the Balearic islands 


find employment in fishing and in zais- 
ing fruits and the manufacture of wine, 
•".rhieh is th^ir chief product. The names 
of the islands are Ivica, Majorca and 
Minorca. Majorca is the largest. It 


t 


has an Interesting though bloody hl» 
tory, and like Gibraltar it has beei 
a bone of contention and an eyesore t 
the nations of Kuiope. Each would lilt 
to control the place, and various at 
tempts have been rnudo to take it 
Ceuta has changed hands many times 
and it was not until 1GGS that it settlei 
down to as much peace as can come ti 
any place belonging to Spain. It was ii 
that year that the flag of Castile wai 
unfurled over its heights. It has sinci^ 
remained there continuously. 


Ceuta is not only the strongest « 


Spain's fortifications, but is also a cit'j 
of considerable size and importance. Iti 
religious aifairs are looked after by i 
bishop, v.'bile military and 
politico; 


matters are taken care of by a duke 01 
the royal household. More than 7,001 
souls, not Including the garrison forces 
live on its rock bound sides. They coirL 
prise all sorts and conditions of peoplsi 
from the beggar, who Is called a "rou\ , 
scorpion," to the mighty and pompom 
officials of church and. state. Here, too 
are to be found many of the repre- 
sentatives of the "first (piratical) facril. 
lies" of Spain, who under cover of nish.1 
ply their trade of pillaging. This clasa 
by the way, is to be found ia nearlj 
all seacoast cities of Spain. 


Ceuta is i>gpd as a prison, In which' 


are 
confined persons who conspir< 


against the Spanish, government. How 
many of these unfortunates are/ locked 
up in the dungeons, never again to see 
the light of day, is only known to the 
officials in charge. It is known, that 
many of the prisoners are Cuban lead- 
ers who have been captured and sent 
there for life. It has been suggested 
that these prisoners be exchanged fag 
some of those captured by the United 
States forces. It may be this will be 
done, but probably not, as Spain even/ 
in this advanced age of civilization dis* 
likes to forego her few remaining op- 
portunities for oppression. 


With an invasion by a fleet of modeta 


warships under one of our gallant lead- 
ers there may be, as the sailor said, "a 
change in the geography," and.

Every nation but 
our own has posts or stations in differ- 
ent parts of the world where its ships 
can be supplied with needed fuel and 
provisions. Our fleets on foreign sta- 
tions must go without or wait until a 
supply can be sent from home, and this 
in war times is dangerous. 


During the last five years the United 


States navy has grown rapidly until at 
present i: possesses some of the finest 
fighting ships afloat, as has been dem- 
onstrated by the recent victories of Ad- 
mirals Dewey and Sampson and Com- 
modore Schley. The old wooden ships, 
with their lofty spars, spreading thou- 
sands of yards of canvas, have been 
sent to the scrap heap, and in their 
place the modern vessels, built of steel 
and filled with powerful machinery, car- 
ry the stars and stripes to the most 
remote parts of the globe. 


As the navy increased in size and 


strength the possession of coaling sta- 
tions became of more importance. 
Charts were issued, and the most avail- 
able placf-s were scrutinized. A special 
commission was appointed to investi- 
gate and purchase suitable harbors and 
shore stations. The mission failed, and 
at the beginning of the war with Spain 
this nation found itself at the mercy ot 
owners of coal and seriously crippled, 
as a supply for ships on the foreign 
stations c-ould be had only in sufficient 
quantities to take them to the nearest 
home station. 


Exorbitant prices were paid for fuel. 


Ships were- purchased to take coal from 
the home stations to the fleets. .Unnec- 
essary delay v. ao caused and our ves- 
sels left to the mercy of an enemy, 
whose supplies were, or at least should 
have been, close- at hand. 


Admiral Dewey was obliged to charter 


vessels to carry his coal supply when 
he left China and headed for the Phil- 
ippine islands. -He was far from any of 
the home stations, and to bo delayed for 
v/ant of supplies would not 'only have 
rneant IOPS of the most pressingfy val- 
uable time-, but actual danger to the 
fleet. The.re was no place where he 
r-ould turn his vessels to find supplies 
excepting the western coast of our own 
land, and that was too far away. 
"I 


have seized a cargo of coal" appeared 
in several of the messages sent to the 
navy department by him. There was 
more meaning in those messages than 
inu jayma.ii win .suspect, for without a 
full supply his ships would have been 
helpless.

For a long time there has been cfomV 


plaint that officers of the navy are not 
so well paid as those in the army, "take, 
for example, the grade of rear admiral. 
Dewey is a rear admiral, and his pay 10 
$6,000 a year. His rank corresponds to 
that of a major general in the army, 
but a major general gets $7,500, with al- 
lowances for quarters, forage, 
etc., 


which are. equivalent to about $2,000 in 
addition. Shafter receives $9,500, then, 
against Dewey's $6,000. But Dewey's 
shore pay is only $5,000, so that his av- 
erage remuneration is about $4,000 per 
annum less than Shafter's. This is ob- 
viously a great injustice. 


Sampson, acting as rear admiral, was 


still only a captain, though a few weeks 


j ago, through retirements, »he became a 
commodore. He draws the pay of his 
actual rank only, though he is actually 
doing the work of three major generals. 
His honorary promotion has merely rmt 
him to the expense of buying a new tmi- 
form out of his slender remuneration. 
A commodore gets $5,000 a year sea pay, 
whereas a brigadier general draws $5,500 
and extra allowances, though the ranks 
are rated as equal. There are many 
other anomalies equally grotesque. No- 
body can say why officers of the line, 
who must furnish the Perrys, Footea 
and Hulls of the future, are paid at tha 
smallest rate, while the engineers ob- 
tain a larger remuneration and the big. 
gest salaries are given to those who stajl 
ashore and build the ships.

Some of 
the cannon mounted on the redoubts 
bear the crests of the kings of long 
ago. They are more ornamental than 
useful and in many cases have not been 
discharged in years. This, too, can be 
said of the fortifications in many of the 
coast cities of the mainland, which un- 
til recently were 'decorated with the 
bronze cannon of past centuries. They 
have become obsolete and are only 
fit to be placed in the parks as rel- 
ics. 
Recently, however, the dons have 


been awakened to the fact that Uncle 
Sam is out for business, and as a conse- 
quence some modern high power rifles 
have found their way Into some of the 
forts, but without trained men to work 
them they are practically useless, and 
Spain has no expert gunners.

ANOTHER CO^M DEATH 


Benjamin Riley Reported As 


Dead 
In Shaffer's 


Dispatch. 


A VICTIM 
OF YELLOW FEVER 


Was a New Comer In Adams and 


Not Generally Known. 
Leaves 


Wife and Child In Rhode 


Island. 


Another death has been reported 


from Company M, Benjamin Riley hav- 
ing succumbed to yellow fever in San- 
tiago. The news of his death was sent 
in, General Shafler's dispatch dated 
Tuesday, and reports Riley as having 
died Monday. No details are given, 
and nothing m^rf 
is known of this 


latest fatality among th.ose who went 
to the front from Adams. 


Mr. Riley was little known in Ad- 


arns, having lived there but a short 
time, out 
his death deepened 
the 


mourning into which the town has 
been thrown by the sad news which 
has come from the front when all dan- 
ger was thought to have passed. Com- 
pany M is proving to be one of the se- 
verest sufferers from the disease which 
is raging at Santiago. Mr. Riley is the 
second man from the company to die 
from yellow fever directly. 


He vas a mule spmner by trade, and 


came to Adams last November to work 
in the Berkshire mills. He enlisted in 
Company M in Januryy, and was one 
of the most prompt fi volunteer after 
the President's call. Nothing had been 
heard from him iu Adams since his 
departure with the troops to Cuba, as 
he has no relatives living here. 


His wife and child a.r« now living in 


Olneyville, R. I., and wore never with 
him in Adams. While there, Mr. Riley 
boarded with James Dyson of 9 Wal- 
drpn glreQt. lie made a number of 
frisnds in the mAls, and those who 
knew him 
were attracted 
by his 


pleasant, manner. He was born near 
Lancashire, En*-, and had worked in 
a number of cities in this country as a 
mule spinner. He was married three 
years ago in New Bedford. 


Although he was a comparative 


strarge'r to most of Adams, his name 
will be remembered by all as one of 
the heroefe who was ready to fight for 
his ad,opte4 cOurttry, and who gave his 
life unhesitatingly to the cause for 
which -he had fought. There is little 
reason t6 doubt the report of his death, 
as the neWs. would have come to Ad- 
ams in no other way. 


Of the reported 
death of George 


Whipple pothing more has been heard, 
and his family and friends are living 
in suspense whifch will probably not be 
ended till the troops land. As the time 
grows longer in which no word is 
heard from Major Whipple, hope grows 
stronger that the report may have been 
false. The condition of his mother is 
somewhat improved today.
